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DECLARATION OF MARC RADOW IN SUPPORT OF FEBRUARY 20, 2007 

AMENDMENT AND REMARKS 

Sir: 

I, Marc Radow, hereby declare as follows: 

1 . I have personal knowledge of the facts stated herein, and any 
information presented based on information and belief is stated as being based on 
information and belief. 

1 . lam the inventor of the inventions described in the specification, shown 
in the drawings and set forth in the claims of the above-identified application. I am 
making this declaration to establish that I conceived the inventions before April 21, 
2003, the date of filing of U.S. patent publication No. 2004/0206302. I am making 
this declaration also to establish that I actually reduced to practice the inventions 
before April 21, 2003. 

2. Attached hereto and identified as Exhibits A1 and A2 are redacted 
sketches showing a top or cover, an interior dish with a sponge, and a bottom dish 
containing spice or a food product. The bottom dish includes a recessed portion 
having an interior area extending toward a center and an exterior area extending 
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away from the center. A raised center is shown in the bottom dish in Exhibit A2. 
The bottom dish includes an upwardly extending outer or side wall and may include 
threads. The side wail extends upward a distance greater than the height of the 
raised center. 

3. Exhibits A1 and A2 also show a round interior dish sized to fit within the 
round bottom dish. The interior dish has a recessed area for receiving a coating 
material. 

4. The sketches of Exhibits A1 and A2 were made prior to April 21 , 2003. 

5. Exhibit B1 shows a redacted invoice from a mold maker for the resin 
used in making the top, the interior dish and the bottom dish shown in Exhibit A2. 
The invoice requests payment for a previously made quantity of the components 
using the molds. The components were made and the invoice was paid prior to April 
21 , 2003. The components were configured and were assembled as intended.
